We would expect that man, yoked by destiny 
with sin, would st le, with his every energy, 
to escape fram his loathful concomitant, and 
cultivate ‘‘ those flowrets of Eden he still) inhe- 
rits.’* What, then, must be the emotions of the 
virtuous mind, to witness man creating new 
crimes; of which his inherent evil and natu- 
ral i form no portion. Fot though the 
deed is crimsoned with all the iniquity gf vulgar 
murder, it is not palliated by any of ite extenua- 
tions. Is the duellist spurred on by jealousy, or 
maddened by injuries? Is he iaapellod by neces- 
sity, or urged by a sense of imaginary duty?— 
Alas! his crimes cannot even claim sin's common 
origin! He invents, to gratify the whim of fa- 
shion, a monster whose odious presence must 
baurtt him through life, and punish him at death. 

This vice has ‘ong been insid ly creeping 
into the habits of our people. It now rears its 
crest among us, with an aspect which menaces 
the very existence of the society which has so 
fondly nourished it. Each particular instance 
of guilt is obecured and excused by the blackness 
Il sentiment: every individual caso of

In despite of the ardom so universally display- 
ed in the suppression of immorality, one noxious 
weed has thriven, with a rankness which threat- 
ens to choke and wither all the gentler virtues 
of society. I allude to the impious, the savage 
practice of duelling. The pulpit and the press, 
combining their efforts in intrepid opposition to 
vice, have faltered in their courage, and lan- 
guished in their diligence, when approaching 
the den of this fearful and decolating monster. 
And those who, from wisdom, experience, and 
purity of character, are considered the censors 
of public virtue, have gazed passively on, while 
the most eminent men of our country, the salt 
which gives society its savour, have been immo- 
lated to a corrupt and savage state of public 
opinion, 

An evil, so sanguinary in its nature, and so 
fatal in its effects, cannot, at this enlightened 
day, be attributed to an error of judgment.— 
We must rather suppose it a consequence on the 
vicious volatility of custom; a tyrant, detested 
even by those whoin the world coerces into his 
support. 

We might easily imagine that tho malady 
would constitute its own medicine; we might 
suppose mankind, weary of the bloody mummery, 
would resent this unimpassioned sacrifice of its 
best members; and that the sin woyld expire, by 
feeding on its own venom. As | might we 
expect Vesuvius to consume his own latent and 
unspent fires. Feeling is the only counteraciing 
influence capable of dissolving the charm of cus- 
tom. When the world, instead of faring the 
ravages, shall hate the deformities, of the prac- 
tice, and instead of wreathing the duellist’s 
brows with the laurels of the hero, shall bestow 
on him the maledictions of the murderer, then, 
and then only, will this genius of desolation fly 
the land. ; 

Asa display of pusillanimity betrays a weak- 
ness of mind ever considered despicable, men, 
in all ages, have been studiously solicitous to 
shun the unputation of cowardice. Society, in 
a spirit of barbarity and intolerance unworthy 
humanity, has agreed to consider this involunta- 
ry defect, not as a misfortune entitled to com- 
miseration, but as a crime, meriting detestation 
and contempt. Strength of intellect among men, 
as vigour of body in beasts, possesses the only 
acknowledged claun to honor and esteem. The 
community, though itself swelled with corrup- 
tion, has thus united to point the sword of public 
odium and ignominy against the man who may 
be cursed with this constitutional weakness; a 
weakness over which he can have no control, 
and for which he should not be responsible.— 
Knowing the anguishing persecution the coward 
must endure, we need not marvel that men are 
found willing to hazard every hope, rather than 
sustain the epithet of craven, the penalty which 
fashion inflicts on the infraction of its unnatural 
law. It ia thus the fatality arising from this cor- 
ruption of custom, communicates its contagion 
and extends its influence; subsisting, not by the 
deformities, but by the infirmities of the human 
character. But the strength of the temptation 
cannot vindicate the crime. Of the culpability 
of compliance with this unhallowed demand of 
society, there cannot be a doubt. But let the 
censure rest where it issmost merited, on the dis- 
torted and depraved state of popular sentiment. 
Besides the horrible perversion of morality, dis- 
played in the commission of a crnme, to prove 
the existence of a virtue, the unprejudiced must 
own thai duelling is but a ale and uncertain 
test of courage. ‘The dread of disgrace and the 
expectation of success are incentives, too strong 
for the opposition of the ignoble. Experience, 
also, shows us those who shrink from ** deeds of 
noble daring,’’ eager to raise the duelling pistol, 
and to partake of the glory of the assassin.

moral upas has long since rotted from existence 
vet the evil tree remains, to dispense death and 
devastation through the ecivilwed world. The 
present age, which recoguizes no arguments but 
those of reason, and sanctions no laws but those 
based on principles of right, and not might, 
would, it may be thought, startle at the idea of 
a court of justice, where steadiness of nerve and 
clearness of optics are made the criterions of 
guilt or innocency , and yet the moralist must 
acknowledge that, though all condewn, yet, 
either by tacit consent or actua! parlicipation, 
all support it. 

The extenuation soughit in the pretence of de- 
fending female character cannot shield these 
executionersof their own laws from the charge of 
murder. His warmest advocate must concede, 
that ho who fears no future retribution, will be 
most likely to disregard the sacredness of wo-

FIRST LETTER. 

You desirous to learn something more of m 
Rescarches on the Ancient and Modern History of Nort 
and South America. | feel willing and happy to be able 
to answer your inquiries, and even to suggest perhaps 
some new facts. 

The continent of America has ever been the field of 
philosophical écl , as Africa of fables and monsters, 
and Asia of religious creeds. All the various systems 
and theories of mouks and philosophers on the origin, 
climate, inhahitants, languages, &c. of America, have 











been repeatedly destroyed by facts, and yet they find to 
this day many believers. ‘To this day do they speak and 
write of the Red men of America, while there is not a 


Red man, (nor never was,) in this continent. “Io this 
day do po Ane to separate the American languazes 
from all rs, while their roots and structures are ex- 
| like many in the Eastern Continent. ; 
hen we are led by systema, or do not investigate 
aad compare ye in all their bearings, we are apy to 
fall into these delusive mistakes. But whoever will take 
the trouble, (as I have done,) to cempare the features, 
languages, religions, customs, &e. of all the nations of 
the five parts of this world, Asia, Europe, Africa, Poly- 
nesia, and America, will find, (as I have found,) that 
mankind is a unity with many deviations of features, 
complexions, languages, religions, governments, civili- 
zations, &e. all derived from single primitive types oi 





those effects, and 2 common central focus. 

To evince this result im a single but striking point 
doubted to this day by superficial inqurers, it is sutti- 
cient to mention thet there were in America, before Co- | 
lumbus came, nations and tribes of the following com- | 
plexions: coppered, tawny, olive, dusky, white or pals 
yellow, dark, brown, and black ; (but none red untess 
painted, ) and that all those corplexions are aleo found 
in Asia, in Polynesia, and in Africa. 

The native American Negroes or black Todians, have 
been seen in Brazil, Guyana, Caraceas, Vopayan, 
Choco, North California, &e. by many early trove lors 
and writers; they are mentioned by Nieuhof, Kaleigh, | 
Langsdor’, Dangleria, Barros, Kc. Some otf them, such 
asthe Aruras or Curorvas of Cumana, were black, bat 
with fine features and long hair, hke the Jo/ofs and Gaul 
las of Africa. Others in New California, latitude 32, 
called Easteros, are like the Hotlentols, Numuquas, 
Tombukis, and many other Nigritian tribes, not black, | 
but dark brown, yet complete Negroer, with large thiek | 
lips, broad flat noses, and very ugly, with hair crisped o: 
curly. The Negro features belong to the form of the 
— rather than the colour, since these are im Alrica, 
Asia, and Polynesia, black, brown, yellow, olive, cop. | 
pery, (and even white) Negroes, | 

The American Negroe s of Quarequa, in Choco, (the } 
great level plain 300 miles long, 90 wide, separating the 
Andes of South America trom the mountains of Pana 
ma,) were black and with woolly heads in 100°, ‘They 
are mentioned by Dangleria, and all the early accurate 
writers. ‘The two last travellers who have seen these 
Neeroes, are Stevenson, (20 years travels in South | 
America, London, 1825,) and Mollien, travels in Colom 
bia, Paris, 1824. 

Stevenson says that the Indians of Mannali, com 
prising the districts of Esmeraldas, Kioverde, and Ata 
camas, on the sea shore of Popayan, are all Zambos, and 
produced by aship full of Negroes who came in the 
country before the Spaniards, killed the former In- 
dians, Ler the women and formed a mixed race. ‘They 
are tall, of a blackish colour, with soft curly hair, lacy: 
eyes, flat noses, thick lips, &e.; while the rue Zamboe, | 


copper colour, with thick hair not curled, small eyes 
sharp noses and good hips. 

In another part of the second volume of Stevenson, ix | 
the following passoge: The Puncays of Kiohauba, 
Popayan, have a tradition that oneo belore the Span 
iards came, they were invaded from the West by a ns- | 
tion of monkeys ; and as the Spaniards came the same | 
way, they took them also at first for monkeys!

It is that famous wall which formerly separa- 
ted England from Scotland, many parts of which 
j still exist, and which even time has not injur- 

od. ‘the strength of the cement and the hard-

the hand of the devil; and the more superstitious 
amongst them are very anxious (o collect the 
smallest remains of it, which they mux with the
